Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art fails to disclose and/or make obvious a cutting tool for metal cutting 
operations comprising a tool body having a cutting portion provided with a 
cartridge pocket having a retaining portion, a clamping portion, an insert bearing 
portion having an insert pocket, with a detachable insert; the clamping portion 
being resiliently transformable and slidably insertable into the cartridge pocket 
retaining portion wherein the cartridge pocket comprises a cutout in the tool body 
having a concave inner surface bounded by two side openings and opening out 
to a circumferential side surface of the tool body.
